Though explorers, trappers, and hunters made trips into what is now East 
Tennessee and Virginia as early as the 1670's the first permanent settlements in 
Washington and Sullivan County did not occur until 1769. Most of the early 
migration to Upper east Tennessee was through the Great Valley which runs 
northeast to southwest from Philadelphia, Pennsylvania to North Georgia. 
Even those migrating from North Carolina would many times travel up into 
Virginia then come down through the valley. Travel was made easier when 
Virginia opened a good road to the North-of-Holston are which enabled salt to 
be brought from the nearest lick (Saltville, VA) and goods from Baltimore and 
Philadelphia 


In the 1780's the major "highways' consisted of Forbes Road, Zane's Trace, the 
Great Valley Road, and the Wilderness Road. There were also other routes 
that went to larger towns that were often initially established because of their 
location on a major river or they were major trading posts at the edges of 
"civilization". One must also keep in mind that in addition to these land routes 
the rivers were also routes of mass travel. This includes the Ohio River, 
serving Cincinnati and Louisville and eventually entering the Mississippi River, 
and the Tennessee River, feed by the Holston, the French Broad and the Clinch 
Rivers going from east Tennessee south to northern Georgia and then turning 
north through middle Tennessee and then into Kentucky where it finally flows 
into the Mississippi River as well.

Many of the original settlers around the "Island of the Holston" (as Sullivan 
Co. was known then) were from Baltimore and surrounding areas in 

Maryland. As you can see the Great Valley Road from Pennsylvania, down the 
Shanedoah Valley of Virginia to the Island of the Holston River. Later settler's 
would begin to move west to Cumberland Gap and then north through 
Kentucky on the Wilderness Road. 


After the American Revolution, settlers were drawn to the area of Sullivan 
County because of the opening of the western land, the need for North 
Carolina to pay its war debt and the desire to compensate those in the service 
of their country. It should be noted however that the lands grants of 
Washington and Sullivan County were purchase land grants. Though 
there were no military grants in this area, many of the soldiers who fought in 
the Revolutionary War were compensated with land grants in what Davidson 
and Sumner Counties. Parts of Sullivan County, prior to 1779, were 
considered to be in Virginia and in fact many of the first grants were issued by 
that state. (See Same Vlece, Di//crent Nore) Still other parts were 
considered to be part of North Carolina. Many times the settlers ran into 
problems in getting their grants and deeds recognized. So it was for this 
reason the State of Franklin was formed. The state of Franklin with it's capital 
in Knoxville Tennessee was of short duration and gave way to the formation of 
the state of Tennessee. 


Even after the Tennessee became a state there still was changes for our 
ancestors of Sullivan Co. The area that consists of today's Sullivan County 
was first part of Washington County, Tennessee. Then in October 1779 the act 
was passed to form Sullivan County from "that part of Washington County 
lying north of a line formed by the ridge dividing the waters of the Watauga 
from those of the Holston, and extending from the termination of this ridge to 
the highest point of the Chimney Top Mountain".

LEXINGTON — The boulder that 
killed an Inez coal miner and his wife 
Sunday was geologically situated so that it 
would have come down sooner or later, 
with or without nearby strip-mine 
activity, a state geologist said yesterday. 


Martin Noger, of the Kentucky 
Geologic Survey office here, also said two 
hazardous conditions continue to exist 
above the small Martin County 
neighborhood where the two deaths 
occurred. 


Noger led a geologic team to the 
rockfall site Tuesday after reading 
newspaper accounts of Sunday's tragedy. 
He said he found that the fatal boulder 
was part of a broken sandstone cliff that 
rests about 200 feet above the demolished 
house on a thin layer of crumbly rock. 


He said the evidence is that wind and 
rain had worn away at the crumbly layer 
until it could no longer support the 
boulder, which “just tipped and went.” 


The boulder demolished the small 
frame home of Ronald Horn, 27, and his 
wife, Connie, 26. Coal miners at the site 
Monday estimated that the boulder 
weighed about 50 tons. 


Noger said the remainder of the 
sandstone cliff above the demolished 
house and several nearby houses rests on 
the same crumbly rock and will eventually 
fall also. 


The cliff was described Monday by 
Martin County Judge Ray Fields as one 
containing several boulders somewhat 
smaller than the one that killed the Horns. 
He said he has a team working at the site 
to break the boulders into smaller, less 
hazardous sizes. 


Noger said the “skid trail” left by the 
large boulder poses a threat of erosion and 
subsequent mud and debris slides to the 
houses below the cliff.

The wills were re-recorded from the surviving original instruments. 
The marriage records were never recopied. The present marriage regis. 
ters begin in June, 1865. In 1932 Mr. Prentiss Price of Rogersville 
copied the surviving original loose marriage bonds and licenses. His 
copy was checked twice, the [ast time in 1354, and in 1958 was pub- 
lished as Volume 2 of Tennessee Martiage Records (Knoxville. 
Clinchdale Press, 174 p.) 

Mr. James Woods Rogan (1823-1891) was keenly interested in 
the history of the county and used many of the records before the 
Civil War. He wrote two series of articles which were published in the 
Presbyterian Witness in 1859 and 1860, and in the Ro gersville Review, 
December 19, 1889, to November 27. 1890. The latier series was 
reprinted in the same newspaper from May 14 to August 13, 1953. 

The following lists were copied by Prentiss Price from loose 
manuscripts, but are incomplete for each year covered. Presumably 
there were once books of recorded lists in the county court clerk’s office, 
which were destroyed during the war. Microfilm and typewritten copies 
of the original lists are in the McClung Collection, Lawson McGhee 
Library, Knoxville. The library also has lists for companies commanded 
by Gillenwaters in 1809 and 1811 and by Lucus in 1811. 


The county courts in Tennessee were authorized to levy taxes on 
property by a legislative act passed October 25, 1797," in which types 
of taxable property were listed and the method of taking the taxes was 
prescribed. Other acts were passed amending minor provisions of this 
act. An act passed November 7, 1803, imposed taxes on additional 
types of property and made some changes in the method of taking the
